C o c k - tig h te r * in C o u r t. 
The trial of F rank Mill*- and John Den­ 
m an, ior alleged cock-fighting, was had in 
the I’oliee Court, before a jury, yesterday. 
The com plaint was drawn under the Act 
relating to cruelty to anim als, passed March 
20. 1874, which provides that any person 
who shall causg any hull, hear, cock, dog, 
or other anim al to tight for his amusement, 
or for gain, or worry or injure each o th e r; 
or any person who shall perm it the same 
to be done on any premises under his 
charge a: co ntrol: and any person who 
shall aid, abet, or he present at such fight­ 
ing and worrying of such anim al as a 
spectator, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
The original venire of thirty jurors was 
exhausted before a jury was obtained, and 
a special venire for eight m ore was also 
used before a jury was secured. These 
were the jurors: Janies MeXasser. A. Ileil- 
bron. W in. McLaughlin, E. J. Gregory, I), 
if. Quinn, Joseph Hopiey, Sam. Gerson, J. 
H um phries, J. H. Hogan, M. Stein, M. Mc­ 
Kenna and J . 1). Tate 
The testimony disclosed that on the lfith 
of February, iss.>, the defendants were 
caught by Chief J ackson and L. W. Farrell, 
on the corner of N inth ami O streets, en­ 
gaged in fighting two game cocks equipped 
with steel gaffs or spurs. The defense in 
its testimony admitted that they were light­ 
ing “ stags;' 
that is, chickens under four­ 
teen m onths old. 
Counsel for the defense, Matt F. John­ 
son. contended that the section relied upon 
by the prosecution was repealed by intend- . 
m ent m 1883, and that the purposes of the iattentioi. to details tliai 
Act of 1874 only related to the organization itlii> respect there is still 
of societies for the prevention of cruelty to fm etit. Adjutant-Genera 
anim als, and as there is no such society in 
this county the Act does not apply. That 
there could he no disposition of ail v fine 
imposed as a penalty, and that it was never 
the intention to m ake such prosecutions as 
the one at bar under said Act. 
T he City Attorney road the whole statute. 
|ued for it a full operation in this 
jja rt of the State, and tlm£ the ii¡ 
qu.. 
i.. The organization of .varieties “ 
under the Act cannot affect prosecutions 1 
for a plain violation of one of its penal j 
sections. 
The Court instructed the jury by reading [ 
the section referred to, and told the ju ry 
th at if it believed from th e evidence that 
defendants had engaged in causing two 
cocks to fight, either for am usem ent or 
gain, or to worry or injure each other, it 
would be its duty to find defendants guilty. 
Also instructed the jury that it had nothing 
to do with the question of the disposition 
o f the tine. 
At 3:30 tlie jury retired, and after remain- t" 
ing out for three hours announced that it j |>f 
would be impossible to 
jury was brought into Co 
express, d in pretty plain terms his sur­ 
prise at the action of the jury in such a 
plain case. 
lie announced his ini -ntion to 
abandon the present case, hut to.,k o c a ­ 
sión to call upon the police force to arrest 
all persons who might he found engaged in 
the business, and bring them up for trial 
and let it he disclosed w hetherjuries xvould 
convict or not.
